GREETINGS.... 


A  look  back  over  this  year  of  activity 
at  the  Industrial  School ^  covered  by  the 
1963  BEAVER,  without  doubt  reveals  many 
experiences  for  each  of  us  •    Ivfeny  of  these 
leave  present  memories,  but  to  be  sure  not 
all  have  been  what  we  would  call  'good' 
happenings.    In  fact  many  have  been  down- 
right uncomf or table » 

The  Industrial  School  oftentimes  is  referred 
to  as  being  a  correctional  institution.  Al- 
though we  think  there  are  perhaps  certain 
improprieties  in  doing  this,  since  it  is  ba- 
sically a  training  school  type  of  institution, 
the  term  'correction'  embodies  good  meaning 
nevertheless  for  what  we  do  e3cperience  here. 

But  just  what  is  this  correctional  experi- 
ence?   Vte  shall  try  briefly  to  answer  this 
and  in  doing  so  seek  to  bring  into  clear 
focus  the  real  reason  for  our  being  here. 

Let  us  for  this  moment  while  we  read  allow  our  thoughts  to  search  out  the  hid- 
den path  one  normally  follows  at  the  Industrial  School*    To  begin  with  we  learn 
to  assess  our  personal  resources «    At  first  they  may  seem  little  or  almost  non- 
existent.   But  we  come  to  realize  that  for  each  of  us  life  lies  aheadi  and  that 
this  in  itself  is  great  treasure,    '^e  find  that  to  meet  the  requirements  of  liv- 
ing this  life  we  have  among  other  things  granted  us  by  the  Creator  eyes  to  see 
with,  eai^  to  hear  with,  hands  to  work  with,  feet  to  get  around  with,  etc.  All 
of  these  physical  endowments  are  important  -  real  important ^    And  here  at  the 
Industrial  School  we  learn  how  better  to  use  them. 

But  of  much  more  importance  we  come  to  see  are  certain  of  the  other  gifts  of  God, 
a  head  to  think  with  and  a  heart  to  love  with,    */hen  we  have  learned  to  think 
through  our  problems  rather  than  just  trying  to  run  away  from  them  we  then  al- 
ready have  benefitted  much|  in  fact  the  mere  discovery  that  we  cannot  run  away 
from  them  is  in  itself  real  gain.    Learning  to  face  them  brings  on  that  'getting 
ahold  of  myself'  feeling  so  often  spoken  of  in  this  institutional  process, 
begin  to  get  along  better  witli  others,  boy^  and  even  supervisors  too,    /ife  come 
to  like  them,  and  more  than  that  to  care  a  lot  about  them« 

Now  we  are  really  on  the  way  up  -  and  out.    Beauteous  love  crowds  out  distress- 
ful hate.    This  well  could  be  the  same  hatred  that  was  at  the  bottom  of  our  get- 
ting into  trouble  in  the  first  place.    So  we  say  "Away  with  hatS"  and  if  we  can 
carry  through  on  this  we  have  it  made,  so  to  speak.    As  we  see  more  the  good  and 
less  the  evil  in  our  f elloW  man  the  roots  of  the  tree  of  'correction^  have  sprout- 
ed and  it  is  for  us  to  continue  to  help  it  groWo    For  this  we  are  her«« 

Then  the  long  look  ahead*    Let  us  set  our  goals  high  where  they  belong.    In  stri- 
ving to  meet  them  we  can  make  it  on  the  outside  -  for  good^  for  ever®

MR.  ARTHUR  ELLERD 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Department  of  Treatment  Services  Is  to 
send  a  boy  home  to  stay  home.      The  fulfillment  of  this  purpose  requires 
that  the  boy  get  the  kind  of  help  he  needs  for  making  good  adjustment. 
The  social  case  workers,  the  clinical  psychologist,  the  chaplains,  the  nurse, 
the  cottage  parents  and  the  security  supervisors  all  lend  help  in  this  regard. 
The  one  great  handicap  has  been  the  lack  of  a  Dean  of  Boys  since  Mr. 
Willhite  left  to  return  to  work  in  Minneapolis  early  in  the  year.     Mr.  Wol- 
howe  hopes  to  soon  employ  a  successor  in  this  position. 

We  are  real  fortunate  to  have  a  clinical  psychologist  added  to  the 
staff.     Mr.  Arthur  Ellerd  assumed  his  duties  in  this  position  in  February. 
He  has  rich  experience  and  background.      Before  his  tour  of  duty  in  the 
Army  Air  Force   (1942-45)   he  worked  in  the  field  of  school  administration 
in  which  he  holds  a  Masters  degree  from  the  University  of  Nebraska. 
After  the  war  he  used  the  G.   I,   bill  to  do  three  years  of  graduate  work 
in  clinical  psychology.      He  worked  seven  years  In  Manteno   State  Hospital 
in  Illinois  as  well  as  In  correctional  houses  in  «Joliet  and  Pontiac.  Here 
he  hopes  to  be  able  to  help  boys  to  better  control  their  internal  drives 
and  emotions  so  that  they  may  go  out  Into  society  as  useful  and  beneficial 
citizens . 


A.  boy  is  committed  to  the  Montana  State  Industrial   School  to  help  him 
learn  to  cope  with  problems  of  his  environment.     He  experiences  both  external 
(social)   and  internal   (mental)   pressures.     As  he  receives  the  benefit  of  good 
guidance  and  counselling  services  he  begins  to  build  controls  within  so  that  he 
himself  can  better  handle  these  pressures.      This  is  at  the  heart  of  the  real 
purpose  for  a  boy  being  here. 

When  boys  are  admitted  they  are  interviewed  by  either  Mr.   «John  McCune 
or  Mr.    Theodore  Huber,   case  workers,   who  familiarize  them  with  the  insti- 
tution.     They  also  gather  information  so  that  the  program  can  be  best  fitted 
to  their  individual  needs.     Mr.   McCune  and  Mr.   Huber  continue  to  counsel 
boys  during  their  stay.      They  act  in  a  liaison  capacity  between  the  boy  and 
his  home,   the  boy  and  his  community,   the  boy  and  the  institution.     Mr.  Huber 
has  been  serving  only  part  time  as  a  case  aide,   in  addition  to  his  teaching 
duties,   but  on  «June  1  is  to  commence  full  time  work  in  this  department. 
The  academic  school  will  miss  the  fine  teaching  ability  of  Mr.   Huber  but  the 
needs  for  guidance  and  counselling  are  rapidly  growing.     We  wish  him  the  best 
of  luck  and  success  in  his  new  position. 

The  Case  Progress    Committee    moderated  by  the  Dean  of  Boys  or  in 
his  absence  by  the  Superintendent,   is  made  up  of  the  case  workers,  the 
psychologist,   the  chaplains,   the  principal,   the  vocational  director,   the  nurse, 
cottage  parents,   and  other  supervisors  able  to  attend.      It  meets  at  least 
once  a  week.     Here  each  individual  boy's  progress  is  assessed,  information 
distributed,   suggestions  offered  on  program  changes  that  may  best  help  the 
boy  and  recommendations   made  regarding  leaves,   releases,   and  discharges.

Newly  admitted  boys  at  the  school  receive  a  complete 
medical  check-up  and  shots  for  polio,  diptheria,   and  tetanus. 
Mrs.    Betty  Butler,   nurse  for  SIS,  is  in  charge  of  the 
Infirmary  and  always  on  call  in  case  of  sickness  or  emergency 
Any  boy  needing  surgery  or  more  constant  care  receives  it  at 
the  Holy  Rosary  Hospital  in  Miles  City.

Each  individual  needs 
the  many  facets  of  his  be- 
ing strengthened  in  order  to 
be  well  adjusted.  Providing 
for  the  spiritual  life  is  the 
primary  responsibility  of  the 
chaplains  of  the  institution. 
It  is  difficult  to  measure 
spiritual  growth  because  it 
is  the  development  of  the 
inward  man,   and,  therefore, 
not  always  so  obvious.  How- 
ever,  we  know  that  as  God 

has  a  greater  influence  on  the  life  of  the  individual,  the  out- 
ward life  does  change. 

Reverend  Leslie  Payne  and   Reverend   Father  Edward 
Shinnick  have  been  serving  as  the  Protestant  and  Catholic 
Chaplains  respectively  this  past  year  on  a  part-time  basis. 
Their  services  include  specialized  religious  counseling  with 
boys  about  their  individual  spiritual  lives ,   conducting  Sunday 
worship  services,   and  teaching  Bible  study  and  Catechism 
classes  . 

Through  generous  individual  contributions  a  number  of 
protestant  boys  attended  a  Bible  Camp  and  five  of  the 
younger  boys  attended  the  0"r.    Citizens'   Camp  for  both 
Protestants  and  Catholics. 

The   Reverend  Herbert  «J .    Burdsall,    minister  of  the 

First  Methodist  Church  in 
Miles   City,   conducts  Sunday 
Morning  services  for  the 
Protestant  boys  when  the 
Chaplain  cannot  be  present. 

As  of  July  1,   1963,  the 
full-time  institutional  Chap- 
laincy program  is   to  be  re- 
established after  two  years 
following   Reverend  Gale 
Sinift,   who  moved  to  the 
Boys   School  in  Wisconsin.

The  business   manager,   Mr.    Howard  Corey,   "whose  job  it 
is  to  co-ordinate  the  limited  funds  available  with  institution 
needs,   has  experienced  much  difficulty  in  performing  this  trick. 
The  expense  of  our  new  boilers  ,   the  hail  damage  to  our  farm 
crops,   and  the  need  to  increase  the  size  of  our  staff  have  all 
produced  shortages.      One  needs  but  to  glance  at  the  increased 
enrollment  to  realize  the  need  of  the  school  for  larger  facilities, 
more  trained  and  specialized  staff  members,   and  increased 
amounts  of  food  stores. 

On  <J"uly  1,   a  new  appropriation  of  funds  by  the  1963 
State  Legislative  Assembly  becomes  available  on  which  the 
institution  must  operate  until  O'une  30,   1965.     We  hope  Mr. 
Corey  will  find  his  finaricial  problems  less  difficult  this  next 
biennium  .

The   State  Industrial  School  Academic  program  is  inclusive 
of  lower  elementary  through  high  school  education.     At  the  pre- 
sent time,   twenty-seven  eighth  graders  and  eleven  seniors  are 
scheduled  for  graduation  this  spring.      In  addition  to  the  above , 
sixteen  boys  are  enrolled  in  our  one-hour-per-day  remedial  pro- 
gram . 

The  overall  academic  and  vocational  areas,   with  their  vast 
limitations,   are  designed  to  serve  a  multiplicity  of  interests  and 
needs.      Improvements  are  slowly  being  realized  in  this  respect. 
One  notable  construction  improvement  in  this  behalf  will  be  the 
availability  of  a  science  laboratory  for  the  1963-64  school  year. 

One  notes  a  sizeable  increase  in  classroom  enrollment  in  a 
statistical  reflection  since  1954-55:

Teaching, 
in  near  ideal  situations,   presents  a  tremendous  challenge.  Ampli- 
fication of  challenge  follows  in  less  ideal  situations. 

The  faculty  at  the  Industrial  School  is  to  be  commended  for 
the  diligent  and  professional  performance  of  their  duties  with  the 
present  available  resources.

Mr,    Fredrick  Krebs , 
scoutmaster,  has  taken  the  boys  on  many  over-night  camping  trips , 
including  a  fifty  mile  hike  which  is  the  trooj^s  program  highlight. 
Last  O^une,  the  scout  troop  hiked  from  Terry,  Montana  to  the 
Powder  River.     This  year  the  troop  decided  to  hike  from  Locate 
to  Terry  along  the  Powder  River.     Among  the  many  camping  trips 
was  a  ^Junior  Leader's  Training  Camp  in  Billings  which  included 
many  other  Montana  troops. 

Post       f   the  newly  organized  Explorer  Post  at  the  Montana 
State  Industrial  School,  has  worked  on  many  projects  this  year  to 
help  the  scout  program,  both  in  the  institution  and  in  the  district.

The  most  active  group  of  Boy  Scouts  at  the  Montana  State 
Industrial  School  is  the  Indian  Dancing  Team ,   called  The  Silver 
Moccasins.      These  boys  have  entertained  several  of  the  organi- 
zations and  community  functions  in  Montana.     Among  these 
organizations  and  functions  are  the  Boy  Scout  "Scout-O-Rama" 
held  in  Miles   City,   The  Yellowstone  Boys   Ranch,  in  Billings, 
and  the  Veteran's  Hospital  here  in  Miles  City.      These  boys  have 
done  much  to  improve  and  increase  social  relations  in  the  state. 


Mr.   Mel  Mohler,    the   Director  of  Vocational  Training,  has 
been  working  the  year  through  "with  limited  provisions.     All  de- 
tails are  in  need  of  more  supervisors  and  more  adequate  equip- 
ment.     Nevertheless,   this  department  has  been  doing  an 
exceptional  job  maintaining  a  process  of  vocational  training  at 
the  institution.      The  major  purpose  is  to  stimulate  training 
and  use  of  individual  capabilities  so  that  boys   may  be  able  to 
select  a  trade  or  profession  best  suited  to  them. 


Ideally,   a  boy  should  return  to  the  community  with  the 
assurance  of  a  job  which  he  has  learned  to  do  at  the  Industrial 
School  after  he  has  had  the  opportunity  of  trying  a  number  of 
trades.     Many  boys  do  receive  some  training  as  a  result  of 
good  use  of  available  manpower  and  materials.  Unfortunately, 
however,    crowded  conditions  are  a  perplexing  handicap  and  many 
potential  skills  remain  underdeveloped  as  a  result  of  this. 
Training  in  the  vocational  area  will  become  more  comprehensive 
and  meaningful  as  the  budget  will  permit.

In  January  1962,   the  brickwork  containing  the  boilers  in 
our  heating  plant  seriously  collapsed.      It  had  been  in  constant 
use  since  the  boilers  were  installed  in  1926.     Although  it  was 
possible  to  finish  out  the  winter,   repairs  were  urgently  needed. 
The   State  installed  two  large  new  low-pressure  boilers  for 
heating  and  a  separate  high  pressure  boiler  for  hot  water  and 
steam  to  the  kitchen,    creamery,   laundry,   slaughterhouse,  and 
cannery.      They  went  into  use  in  late  1962.      Pictured  above 
are  the  two  boilers  for  heating.
